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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Examiner has duly considered Applicant's 
arguments but deems them unpersuasive. Applicant argues that "prevention of pain" is enabled, however, the examples cited from the 
Specification show reduction and lessening of pain not prevention. Applicant alleges that there are numerous examples of prevention of 
pain and the other claimed disease conditions but does not provide evidence of the same (Applicant has cited to articles but no copies 
have been provided). Further, the fact that other medications disclosed to prevent pain does not address the issue as to whether the 
claimed compounds prevent pain to the extent of the scope of the claims. The arguments of counsel do not constitute evidence. 
Examiner reminds Applicant that this is a scope of enablement rejection and there is no indication that Applicant's claims are narrowly 
defined to only mean pain conditions where the mGluRS receptor plays a role and that the duration of the preventative effect would not be 
unlimited..
